STAGGERED THE TORIES. 


THE TERMS OF MR. RITCHIE’S LOCAL GOV- 
ERNMENT BILL. 


Clauses That Please the Liberals—The Fate 
of the Government Probably Hanging on 
the Important Measure—Gen. Caffarel 
and Mme. Limousin Punished—Foreiga 
News. 


Special Cablegram te the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, March 20.—There was a large at- 
tendance yesterday in the Commons to hear 
Mr. Ritchie’s exposition of the most import- 
ant measure of the present session, the local 
Government bill. The galleries appropriated 
tothepublic and Peers were crowded. On 
the front Opposition bench, side by side, 
sat the former allles of the Gladstonian 
Liberals, Chamberlain and Hartington, and 
other prominent Unionists. Mr. Ritchie 
represents the working class constituency of 
the poorer districts of London, and is known 
to have advanced views for a Tory, but the bill 
proved almost staggering in its boldness, As 
the exposition proceeded it was noticeable 
that the cheers on the Government 
side almost died away and hearty cheering 
came from the Liberals. This was especially 
the case when Ritchie declared that the mem- 
bers of the newly-constituted County Councils 
should be elected by popular suffrage, IIke 
Members of Parliament, although when he ex- 
plained the details it seemed that three-fourths 
only were to be directly elective,the remaining 
fourth to be nominated like Aldermen under 
Lord Russeli’s Municipal corporation act. 
In spite of this defect the Liberals declare that 
the bill is the first attempt at 

SOMETHING LIKE AN AFFRONT 

to the Government of the rurais district of 
England. The clauses dealing with London 
practically embody the provisions of Har- 
court’s bill, making one central 
governing body for the metropolis, all 
house-holders, including women, to havea 
vote forthe new Councils. No wonder there 
is some dismay in many quarters. The Stand- 
ard dubs the bill as revolutionary, and con- 
siders that, even forthe purpose of conciliat- 
ing Hartington, a much more moderate meas- 
ure would have been sufficient. It consoles 
itself with the reflection that it af- 
fords innumerable handles for oppo- 
sition, besides criticisms from ita own 
side. The Government will have encountered 
the hostility of the teetotalers who declare 
the arrangement gives control of the liquor 
licenses to the new body, while licenses are 
part of their revenue, and gives them an 
interest in maintaining the liquor traffic. 
On the other hand, the publicans are rather 
aggrieved at the power given 
to decrease licenses, even although 
compensation is given, and will meet on Fri- 
day to consider their attitude. The licensing 
question is so thorny that the Government 
frankly declare they only make the 
suggestion, and leave it to the House 
of Commons to decide it. The exclu- 
sion of Ireland and Scotiand from the scheme 
is a violation of Government pledges,but even 
as it stands, many Liberals consider the bill 
far too good to be allowed to pass. Owing to 
the large food supplies abroad, and the conse- 
quent agricultural depression in England, the 
influence of landlordsin the counties is all 
most gone, and the present bill would com- 
plete the downfall. 

It is doubtful, therefore, whether all the

will be able to support it. Itis important, in 
censidering the probable fate of the measure, 
to remember Lord Salisbury’s declaration at 
Oxford that nothing short of 
A VOTE OF CENSURE 

would induce him to resign. The impression 
in some quarters is that he intends to ride for 
a fall. If the bill is honestly intended to pass, 
nobody will support it on gen- 
eral principles more enthusiastically than 
Gladstone. The little interest taken by 
the House of Lords in public affairs is shown 
by the fact that even on a motion yesterday 
respecting their own existence, only 147 mem- 
bers voted. Salisbury refused to listen to the 
advice of some of his own supporters, and 
allow a committee to be appointed to con- 
sider the question of the constitution of the 
upper House, and declared in favor of 
the hereditary principle. Mr. Chamberlain 
suffered a severe defeat yesterday in his own 
city of Birmingham at the elections of the 
Liberal Association. In several wards every 
Unionist was cleared out. The Giadstonians 
now have a preponderance in the body called 
the ‘‘Liberal 2,000, who nominate the party 
candidate for Parliament.

Tate’s office of $150,000, and that the irregular- — 


ities seem to run back eleven years. 
RESULT OF THB INVESTIGATION, 

The discovery of Tate’s shortage is the 
resuit of the examination of his books com- 
menced some days ago by an expert account- 
ant. The Governor has placed the Treasurers 
office in charge of Auditor Hewitt and Attor- 
ney-General Hardin. In his message to the 
Legislature Gov. Buckner says he has 
reasons for believing the deficit to be 
large, and recommends that an immediate in- 
vestigation be ordered. In the House a Com- 
mittee wasat once appointed to prosecute 
an investigation in connection with the 
officials in charge of the office. 
Pending the investigation the office, of course, 
will be closed. The State has abundant re- 
sources at hand, and current expenses, pay- 
ments due, etc., willbe met without inter- 
ruption or delay. 

TATE’S BOND. 

Treasurer Tate’s bond was for $300,000 and {fs 
well covered. He was in Louisville 
Saturday night, when he was observed 
to be drinking, an unusual thing for 
him. Since that time he has not been seen, 
and his whereabouts is unknown. James 
W. Tate was elected State Treas- 
urer in 1867, having been nomi- 
nated by the Democrats.

A Dispute Between State Committeeman 
Jenn O'Day and Receiver Lon S. Stephens 
An Estimate of the Gubernatorial 
Booms—The Ratio of Representation for 
the Judicial Convention—Meeting of the 
City Cemmittee—Quartering the National 
Delegates— Political Notes. 


Mr. Lon V. Stephens said the purity of the 
motives of State Central Committeeman John 
O'Day were suspected by the people of the 
State. Central Committeeman O'Day says 
Mr. Stephens cannot point the finger of scorn 
at his record as Mr. Stephens was himself a 
railroad lobbyist at the capital, 
working at the bidding of others. 
Committeeman O’ Day further says 
in this connection that he does not want 
Mayor Francis’ ‘‘bellboys’’ running around 
talking about bim.

MARION COUNTY DRY. 


Hannibal Did Not Vote — Peculiarities 
Shown by the Returns—To-Day’s Voting. 


On Saturday the County of Marion voted on 
local option. Palmyra is the county seat. 
Hannibal did not vote, having more than 
two thousand five hundred population. The 
total vote cast was 2,08; wet, 927; dry, 1,156. 
Dry majority, 229. There are two saloons in 
the county, both at Palmyra, paying annually 
$1,300 each to the town and county. The vote 


Will shut up both saloons and stop a revenue 
of $2,660 per annum. 

Ripiey County also voted Saturday. Ben 
Deering, who returned from that county Sat- 
urday morning, thinks the contest was 
the closest yet made in the State. 
Three precincts separated by the Ourrent 
River from the main portion of the county 
were solidly wet when he began a campaign 
among them, traveling four days over the 
rough roads of the mountains and valleys. 
Many of the natives had no idea what ‘‘local 
eption’’ means, though strongly opposed to 
saloons. At one school-house Deering says 
he spoke two hours, after which some wet 
speakers arose and harangued the people un- 
till o’clock a. m., when he departed in dis- 
gust. There have been no saloons in the 
county since a great revival held there in 1885 
by Messrs. Robinson and Deering. No report 
from the election had been received at local 
option headquarters at noon to-day. 

Monroe County voted on local option Satur- 
day. Although there is not a saloon in the 
county, and no dramshop licenses have been 
issued for five years, the majority against the 
law (or for the sale’’) is 1,711, out of a total 
vote of 3,881. The drys polled but 1,085 
votes. The two druggists at Paris 
were against the law, as were sll of the 
— officers and politicians. Many of the 
churches closed their doors against the drys, 
several of the congregations being disrupted 
seriously over the matter. In one precinct 
only two dry votes were cast, out of a total 
of 120. The county of Monroe polled 4,700 
votes in 1886, when the Democratic majority 
was 8,000. There is no probability of license 
being issued, notwithstanding the heavy wet 
majority. 

Shannon County voted lately, returning a 
heavy wet majority. One of the singular 
things about the local option canvass in the 
State iss thatthe heaviest wet majorities are 
returned by counties where the saloons have 
been closed under the Downing law. The 
anti-local option vote in those counties will 
not insure license for saloons. 0 

Election have been held in eighty-one 
counties and twenty cities; twenty-nine 
counties have voted wet and fifty-one dry; 
one not reported. Of the twenty towns, 
thirteen have yoted dry and seven wet. 
Elections will be held in April in seven more 
counties. 

The local option headquarters in St. Louis 
has become a center for the temperance peo- 
le and local option workers. Secretar 
eering’s daily mail brings information an 
inguiries from every portiqn of the State. 
The drys expect to have half of the 114 coun- 
ties of the State under the local option law by 
the latof May. They have lost several coun- 
ties lately, which they confidently expected to 
carry and gained others which they had con- 

ceded to the wets.

A REAL CYCLONE. 


ST. LOUIS TURNS OUT THE GENUINE AR~ 


TICLE LAST NIGHT. 


No Relief Committees Needed, but It Wasa 
Blow all the Same—Destruction of Me- 
chanical Hall—Narrow Escape of the 
Watchman—Scene of the Wreck—A Ve- 
locity of Nearly a Mile a Minute Attained 
fer Five Minutes—The First Stiff Breeze 
ofthe Year. 


St. Louis had a real cyolone last night; not a 


cyclone as generally understood by the public, 
What usually 
passes as a cyclone is only a tornado, and is 
what its name signifies—a twister. Its path is 
limited to a few hundred feet in breadth 
and it usually disappears from the earth’s 
surface after a violent career over 
a small stretch of country. A cyclone on the 
other hand ig not one-half as savage as it is 
represented, It doesn’t sweep whole towns 
eff the face of the earth, tear up the railroads, 
or level forests or give rise to relief commit- 
tees. It is ordinarily a well-mannered, well- 
behaved storm center, as storm centers go, 
moving across the entire country. In Signal 
Service parlance it is called, a low area, by 
which name it is known tothe public, Ifthey 


knew that the courteous and mild Signal 
Observer is talking about cyclones when he 
gliibly discusses the probability of a low 
area’’ striking this section they would read 
with an interest bordering on apprehension 
such statements about the weather until they 
got used to the word cyclone, 

Once ina while though a cyclone partakes 
of the nature of a tornado, not in the twist- 
ing character of the wind, but in its velocity. 
It is then simply a great big blow, like the 
storm last night, which rattied windows, 
slammed blinds and shook houses with a 
flerceness that filled many of the dreams be- 
fore morning with visions of Mt. Vernon and 
other tornado torn towns. 

CAUSE OF THE ‘‘BLOW.’’ 

Those who observed carefully the weather 
map yesterday morning saw a very low 
barometer area centrai at Fort Elliott, Tex. 
This morning’s maps show that the area 
swept across the country yesterday and was 
over Chicago this morning. The barometer in 
Texas was behaving very badly yesterday. It 
was down in the tube if notin the mouth. It 
was as low as 29:22, an unusual depression. 
It traveled at a pretty good rate during 
the day and distributed rain all 
over the West and Southwest. In 
the twenty-four hours ending this morning, 
rain had fallen at forty-eight of the ninety 
stations reporting to the St. Louis Signal 
office. The heaviest was at New Orleans, 
where the precipitation was over an 
inch and three-quarters. In this 
city the rain amounted to only one-tenth of 
aninch. As the low barometer area passed 
northeast toward the lakes it reached this city 
during the night. The shaking wus caused 
when it got east of this city. 

lou see it was like this, said Sergt. 
Chappel at the Signal Office this morning, as 
he scraped the mud off his new tile 
which the wind had caught last night 
and driven into the gutter. ‘‘As soon as the 
low barometer area passed east ofthe city it 
caused what might be called a slight vacuum, 
to make it piain, that is, the pressure 
of the air was least in the 
low area. Consequently, as soon as it moved 
east the air rushed in from the west to equal 
ize the pressure, just as water seeks a level. 

HOW THE WINDS BLEW.’’ 

This rush of air and the change in direction 
are beautifully shown by the self-register at 
the Signal Office. That little instrument shows 
that the wind blew from the south 
allday averaging about eighteen miles per 
hour. This velocity Was maintained without 
change tilllo’clock a. m. Between then and 
1:05 the velocity jumped in the five minutes 
to a thirty-mile speed. Things bean 
to rattle around them. The signs creaked and 
the ‘‘boys’’ going home late, who would 
have had work under ordinary circumstances 
to navigate, had to tack down the street 
and ‘‘rest’’ at every lamp-post. The 
storm center was then right over the 

The temperature was high, about 
the rain beat in at 
that had been left 
open early in the night to lessen some of the 
closeness of the atmosphere. The wind 
was then in the south, but in obedi- 
ence to the infallible law of meteorology 
it whipped into the west the next minute, 
or at 1:06 o’clock, and for the five minutes 
following the velocity recorded was 54 miles, 
which was as high as the wind ever got 
last year. That must have been 
the time when the damage was 
done, for five minutes later the velocity had 
subsided to a 44-mile speed, and gradualiy 
sunk until between 2:20 and 2:40 a. m. the 
breeze was blowing atas-mile rate. As day- 
lignt drew near it freshened a bit, and since 
7a.m.it has averaged about eighteen miles 
an hour. 
THE FALL IN TEMPERATURE. 

As soon as the wind came from the west the 
mercury fell, and as during the morning the 
wind had an occasional northwesterly direc- 
tion some of the cold air slid hitherward, 
sending the temperature down to 86 deg. by 
7 o’clock this morning, afall of 24 deg. sinve 
midnight. The mistake of the Chief Signul 
Office in saying the wave would reach 
here at 8 p. m. of the 19th was mentioned in 
yesterday’s POST-DISPATCH. It was learned 
to-day that the mistake was a clerical one and 
should have read the 20th, so that the 
service scores this change as a verifica- 
tion. The indications are that the weather 
will not get any colder, the lowest tempera- 
ture reported in the United States to-day be- 
ing 2deg. above at Moorhead, Minn. Western 
Missouri and Arkansas caughta good section 
of the wave. 

Sergt. Chappel says that from what he can 
learn to-day from amateur observers about 
the city the wind was the flercest in northwest 
St. Louis, and that the velocity was much 
greater there than down town. 

The gale struck the Fair Grounds a liitle 
after 1 o’clook this esas witha force that 
shook the frame buildings from garret to base- 
ment, and sent the animals fortunate enough 
to possess holes to seek them in short order. 
The wind whistled to such purpose that Su- 
perintendent Bellairs awoke with the convic- 
tion that the roof would shortly fall over his 
head. For some minutes the storm raged fast 
and furious, and then gradualiy died, having 
succeeded during its brief visitation in utterly 
demolishing Mechanical Hall, for two weeks 
in the hands of wreckers, overturning a flag- 
staffand leveling to the ground a three-story 
frame building in course of construction on 
Lee avenue, to the northwest of the Fair 
Grounds. 

Night Watchman O’Brien was making his 
nocturnal rounds when the gale struck North 
St. Louis, and was passing through the 
amphitheater when, in his own lurid lan- 
guage, ‘‘a wind from forty counties’’ swept 
down upon him. He thought the contest an 
uneven one and the arena a trifie too large for 
his defensive powers, and took refuge at the 
east end of Mechanical Hall. But the skeleton 
building shook so violently and the two re- 
maining towers swayed back and forth in such 
an alarming manner that he became fright- 
ened and once more took refuge in the amphi- 
theater, whither he was materially assisted 
by the wind. Nor did he reach his place of 
refuge ay too soon, fora moment later Me. 
chanical Hall fell with a crash and lay strewn 
over its acre of foundation a complete wreck, 
bearing in itsfallthe twe little buildings at- 
tached to the eastern end. 

APPEARANCE OF THE WRECE. 

The wreck this morning presented a most 
curious appearance and fully attested the 
violence of what must have been a miniature 
tornado. The Fair Ground  Associatic » 
recently decided to make away wi wt 
the building, intending to use the 
site fora lawn where garden parties might 
be given. Accordingly the structure was 
disposed of to Oontractor P. W. Hassett, 
who since March 1 has been busy superin- 
tending the 8 vay, | of the hall. The roof 
and siding had een removed, and 
two of the four towers dismantled. 
These towers were 250 feet in 
height, while the distance from the 
ground to the u — roof was 73 feet, and to 
the lower roof 36 feet. The building was 28x 
188 fteet, and ail the timbers composing it 
were unusually heavy, the main posts bein 
12x12 inches in diameter. It was made up o 
185 feet of 1 100, 000 feet of elevated plat- 
forms, 185,000 fest of sheath and sidi 
100,000 feet of joists and about ,000 feet 0 
posts, girders and trusses. To an inexperi- 
enced eye it would appear to have been but 
insecurely fixed in place, as the whole structure 
rested on the surface of the ground, the posts 
not entering the earth, but being supported 
on large stones, but Mr. Hassett pronounces 
itto have been very strong and even in its 
portly demolished condition capable of resist- 
ng anything short of a young cyclone.

WIND IN CARONDELET. 

The wind-storm that prevailed here about 1 
o’clock this morning was a terrible one. The 
open country allowed the wind to rush un- 
molested through the sleeping town. In 
the ‘*Patch’’ which lies near the 
Commons, trees were torn up by the roots and 
carried some yards away. A costly sign of 
Bernard O’ Reilly, agroceryman, was shattered 
into kindling wood. A number of the 
old time police officers who were on duty last 
night, say that the storm to their knowledge 
was the worst seen and knuwn in this locality 
for years. Previous to the storm the 
moon and stars were shining brightly, when 
all of a sudden a peculiar-looking black cloud 
hidthe moon from sight, causing an inky 
darkness and then the windstorm com- 
menced, which lasted for an hour, followed 
by rain.

Mrs. Fisher heard of his visit, and from the 
inquiries which he had been making she at 
once divined his mission, and being a shrewd 
woman determined not only to frus- 
trate his attempt to get possession 
ot her household furniture, but also 
to obtain much desired information 
about her recreant husband. She sat down 
and wrote hima letter informing him that 
Mrs. Fisher had committed suicide 
by taking poison, and having heard that 
he was in communication with the deceased’s 
husband she, the cousin of the poor dead 
woman,’’ would like to have him call at the 
‘*deceased’s’’ late residence over Fisher’s 
drug store on Broadway Sunday evening and 
they would make arrangements about sell- 
ing the household goods and send 
the one on to Mr. Fisher, 
Storts clfuckled when he read that note and, 
indeed, was — — age elated at the 
thought that things—especiaily the two *‘ten- 
ners’’ which he had been promised—were com- 
ing his way. Sunday, attired in his best, he 
rang the bell of Mrs. Fisher’s residence on 
Broadway, and was confronted by that lady 
herself. Storts expressed much sympathy 
for ner on account of the loss of 
her relative, and she betrayed much sorrow. 
Being ahandsome woman and of a very at- 
tractive manner she soon made Storts a com- 
plete captive, and he under the influence of 
her charms informed her that Fisher 
was living in Davenport, Io., and wanted 
all the money he could get as he had taken 
a woman named Morgan, who lived in 
St. Louls, away with him, 
greatly pinched for funds. 
Mrs. Fisher obtained this informa- 
tion she dropped the role of he | 
cousin of the deceased woman and announced 
her identity. Storts was paralized. True, he 
had been pretty well paralyzed before, but at 
this declaration he sank down On a sofa almost 
completely inanimate. 

In indignant tones Mrs. Fisher ordered him 
from the house, and he left without a word of 
protest. He hled himself to Tom Canty’s 
saloon, and it was while he was 
endeavoring to entirely obliterate re- 
membrance of rs. Fisher’s du- 
plioity and his own innocence that he was ar- 
rested on suspicion of being Tascott. Mrs, 
Fisher intends to go to Davenport and prose- 
cute her husband for living in adultery.

SHOT WITHOUT CAUSE. 


HOW ROBERT ALEXANDER, THE BOY MUR- 
DERER, DROPPED HIS VICTIM. 


A Cold-Blooded Murder, Without the Faint- 


est Show of Provocation—Notwithstand- 
ingthe Murderer’s Youth the Chances Are 
That He Will Hang—The New Law in 
This State Makes No Age Distinction in 
Cases of Murder in the First Degree. 


An inquest was held to-day on the body of 
Jeremiah Frank Sullivan, who was killed at 
Twelfth and Linden streets about 6 o’clock on 
the evening of the 17th inst., by the negro boy 
Robert Alexander, All the testimony showed 
it to be the most cold-blooded, deliberate 
murder. Sullivan’s wife, from whom 
he had been separated, and 
her sister were present dressed 
in mourning and the young widow’s eyes 
were moist with tears, The testimony showed 
thet Sullivan and his partner, Frew, had 
started down from their upholstering shop, 
No. 1212 Wash street,with John Clark, a paint - 
er in the employ of F. L. McGinnis, to go to 
McGinnis’ paint shop. At Twelfth and Lin- 
den streets they met a crowd of little colored 
boys. Bythistime Frew had left them and 
was a block away. Clark says he made 
some remark to the boys, but he 


does not know what it was. One of them, 
Willie McCoy, came rnnnM®g up with a bottle. 
Sullivan told him to drop the bottle. The boy 
said he would not, and Sullivan started to 
walk toward him. McCoy backed, Sullivan 
folowing with his hands in his pants 
pockets. Alexander came running up 
and told McCoy to hit the man with the bottle. 
The boy made no attempt to do go, however, 
and Sullivan continued foilowing him up. 
Just as he 1 Alexander, who was only a 
couple of feet from him, the prisoner 
drew a revolver, and holding it 
close to the side of Sullivan’s head, fired. 
The man never saw him fire theshot. He 
dropped to the street dead the instant the 
trigger was pulled, without ever knowing 
what killed him. All of the prisoner’s com- 
panions swore that Sullivan had not done any- 
thing to him, and that he could have struck 
the boy as he passed him it he 80 
desired. They said he only ordered 
McCoy to drop the bottle and followed 
him up. There were no further words 
and the shooting was done without the slight- 
est provocation. No one had any idea of 
Alexander’s intentions until he had fired the 
shot. Thetestimony of his companions was 
even more damaging to him than that of Clark 
and Frew, Sullivan’s friends. The jury re- 
turned a verdict holding Alexander responsi- 
ble for the killing. . 
HE MAY BE HANGED. 

The impression that has gone out that if 
coavicted Alexander can only be sent to jail for 
a year on account of his youth is erroneous. 
Age cuts no figure in a case of murder in the 
first degree, and there is the clearest kind ofa 
case against the boy. All that is necessary is 
for him to be old enough to be 
able to distinguish between right 
and wrong. Alexander is certainly old enough 
to do this. He admits being 14 years of age, 
and while very diminutive, acts and talks like 
a boy fully 18 years old. McCoy said Alex- 
ander was over 19 years of age. If convicted 
of murder in the first degree he can be hanged. 
Should he be convicted however of murder in 
the second degree or any lesser offense he 
could 2 be given a year in jail or sent to the 
House of Refuge until he is 21 years of age. 
This would apply even though he were con- 
victed of murder in the second degree 
and his punishment assessed by the jury at 
ninety-nine years in the penitentiary. The 
court would have to change the punishment to 
a jail sentence of a year or commit the de- 
fendant to the House of Refuge. For 
any offepse except capital punish- 
ment a bo of his age §can only 
be given a jail sentence or be placed in the 
House of Refuge. Formerly no boy under 18 
years of age could be sent to the penitentiary, 
but the law hasbeen changed so that any boy 
over 16 years ofage can be imprisoned in the 
penitentiary. 

THE OLD LAW. 

Under the old law boys between 16 and 18 
years of age could only de sent to jail fora 
year, as l years was the oldest they would be 
received into the House of Refuge. They all 
claimed to be between 16 and is ears to get 
the lightest possible sentence. 15 e law was 
changed to stop this abuse,

Amending the Tariff Bill. , 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 20.—In addition 
to those already indicated, several amend- 
ments were made by the Ways and Means 
Committee in the Mille tariff bill 


before its completion in committee. One of 
these touches ornamental earthenware, 
is made dutlable by the Dill, 
at 40 per cent ad valorem. This earthen- 
ware Is by the amendment raised to the class 
above it in the bill and made to pay 2 
duty of 45 per cent ad valorem, whereas 
the present we is 65 per centum. 
In the iron schedule the entire clause re- 
lating to steel ingots and fixing the 
duty on that class of manufactures, 
which was reclassified to some extent at 
57 Pe cent ad valorem, was stricken from the 
bill, leaving the duty at the present 
figure of 45 per cent ad valorem. In 
the section relating to gloves and fixing 
the duty on them at45 percent ad valorem, 
an exception was made in the case 
of gloves made of silk taffeta, which 
Were placed at 50 per cent, to equal 
the duty on the silk from which they are man- 
ufactured. Hemp, flax and jute twines, which 
now psy about cent ad valorem and 
which the original bill proposes to place at 25 
per cent, was stillfurther reduced last night 
to 18 per cent. 
The present indications are that the bill will 
be reported to the House in the early —1 of 
next week, although the committee has not 
yet formally directed a report to be made. 


The Oregon Land Grant. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 20.—The Presi- 
dent to-day sent to the two bouses of Congress 
a communication from the Secretary of the In- 
terior, with a great mass of testimony, 


relating to a grant of public land to the 
State of Oregon for the construction 
ef wagon roads. The presentation of the 
facta by the Secretary, the President 
gays, is the result of an examination, 
which has developed, as it seems to him, 
(the President), ‘‘the most unblushing frauds 
upon the Government, which if remainip 

unchallenged, will divert several hundre 

thousand acres of land from tne public 
domain and from the reach of honest set- 
tlers to those who have attempted 
to pervert and prostitute the beneficent de- 
signs of the Government. The Government 
sought by the process of generous donations 
of lands to promote the bullding of 
wagon reads for public convenience and for 
the purpose of encouraging settlement upon 
the public lands. The roads have not yet 
been built and vet an attempt is 
made to claim the lands under a title, which 
depends for its validity entirely upon the con- 
struction of these roads.’’ 

A bill accompanies the communication, 
which the President submits with the recom- 
mendation that it may become alaw, and 
with the earnest hope that the opportunity 
thus presented todemonstrate a sincere desire 
to preserve the public domain for settlers and 
to frustrate unlawful attempts to appropriate 
the same may not be neglected. 


The Aldrich Bill. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., March 20.—The Senate 
Committee on Finance this morning amended 
the Aldrich bill ‘*to authorize the Secretary of 
the Treasury to apply the surplus money in the 
‘Treasury to the purchase of United States 
bonds, or, to prepayment of interest on the 

ublic bt, and ordered a favorable re- 
pore upon it. The first section of 
he original bill, authorizing the purchase 
of bonds with the surplus, is stricken out, 
The billas it stands authorizes the Secretary 
to receive any 4 per cent bonds and issue in 
exchange 2½ per cents payable at the maturity 
Ot the (per cents, and exempt from State or 
municipal taxation. 

The committee also authorized Senator 
Sherman to report favorably a bil to wipe out 
the charges against the States for the loan of 
71836. It amounts to between $20,000,000 and 
$30 , 000, 000.

HOSPITAL IN THE JAIL, 


A New Scheme Which the Dispensary Phy- 
sicilan Advocates.

HE account of Ore- 
ation and Pre-Gla- 
clal Man, now de- 
fore us, is a book 
that should disarm 
‘all unkindly criti- 
cism, should com- 
mand the kind in- 
dulgence of all truly 
conscientious liter- 
ary critics, and the 
warmest sympathy 
of the thoughtful 
reader. For the book 
bas these peculiari- 
ties to distinguish it 
from most of the 
works issued from 
the American press 
of to-day: 1. Itisan 
earnest, honest and conscientious attempt to 
throw a flood of clear and steady light on two 
of the three questions that have agitated the 
human race ever since the pioneer of human 
reason and reflection first cast off his warm 
self-fitting garment of hair and proclaimed 
himself aman, or—according to the present 
author, first discarded animal life in herds, 
took to him a wife and applied his“ reasoning 
powers to the great’ problems of humanity— 
What are we? Whence did we come? 
Where are we going? 2. It is a 
thoughtful and, in many respects, 
original contribution to the great scientific 
theories of the day, and is well adapted to 
bring into being a new school of thinkers, who 
shall form a link between the new religion 
and theold. 8. Itis the simple expression 
of the writer’s thought, the result of long 
years of study; and is neither a rehash of the 
notions of other writers nor the foolish bom- 
bastical scribble of one who believes himself 
anew evangelist, born to set straight the mis- 
guided human race in matters of theology. 
4. And most important ofall, it is aj] straight- 
forward and in many respects sensible at- 
tempt to reconcile the religion of science with 
the science of réligion; so that those who 
feel called upon, at once by study and 
early association, to believe in the fret 
chapter of Genesis, may do so without 
any necessity for reluctantly surrendering 
their faith in the nebulous theory of science; 
while those who stubbornly maintain their 
progenital connection with the monkey. 
may rejoice in their Simian ancestry without 
necessarily denying the existenceofa God, 
and God-made man. 

Any such attempt as this is,as we have 
said, worthy of the warmest sympathy, and 
while the work undoubtedly contains faults 
and blemishes, which in enother work we 
should be justifed in helding up to the 
ridicule of the reading public, in 
this case we shall feel justified in ignor- 
ing them altogether, or at least 
touching them jvery tenderly. Nothing 
human is perfect—it has neveryet been proved 
that anything superhuman is perfect—science 
itself has flaws, leaves weak points in its 
summaries andin some cases appears to jus- 
tify a wrong conclusion altogether. So, if our 
new and evidently shy theorist has lefta 
broken link or two in bis chain, or foreed a 
remnantof alloy amongst the solid gola of 
the web, we leave his readers to find them out, 
if they can, hoping thatin his next work, if a 
second ever appears, he wil) rectify these er- 
rors and present us with a solid chain of fault- 
less workmanship by which we can hold on to 
the faiths of the past while seeking amidst 
the dry bones for the truths of the future, 

Mr. Burge does not state, nor is there any- 
thing in his book to show exactly what school 
of scientific thinkers he calls his own. His 
deductions would accord eyually with the 
nieteoric and the nebulous system of forming 
worlds, though they incline to the latter. 
Whether he believes in the evolution theory 
or not he does not say, but a careful general 
summarist of his remarks would incline to the 
opinion that be does not. He believes in one 
God, that is certain, but whether be is a Chris- 
tian is again doubtful. A single remark in the 
middle of one of his chapters would cause the 
thoughtful reader to suspect that he is not. 
He believes in the inspiration of that part of 
Genesis which describes the creation, fall and 
series of events before the flood, but 
he accepts it 11 8 an allegory. 
pure and simple; but whether he 
believes in the inspiration of the Bible as a 
whole, or the New Testament at all, there is 
no evidence toshow. Altogether any attempt 
to ascertain Mr. Burge’s beliefs, other than 
those stated in his work, will end in a series 
of negatives; three things only are aflirma- 
tively certain. He believes in one God, 
(whether personalor otherwise he does not 
state); he believes in the inspiration of the 
first few chapters of Genesis, and he believss 
in his own elucidation of that portion 
of Revelations, and his own theories about 
the origin of man. Passing now from 
an analysis of Mr. Burge’s ideas, let 
us fall to the study of bis words as contained 
in that delightful and remarkable little vol- 
ume which he has dignified by two titles— 
‘*Pre-glacital Man—The Aryan Race. 

The author telaims that the early chapters 
of the Book of Genesis, written several cen- 
turies after the date generally supposed, were 
inspired by Goa, and were absolutely and 
purely allegorical. Heshows that the inten- 
tion was not to describe the whole process. 
„The evening and the morning were’’ the 
days. Nothing issaid about the long noons, 
lasting for hundreds of thousands of centuries, 
during which the earth was in process of 
formation. The following propositions are laid 
down: 

(It will be noticed that progress takes place 
in darkness from the evening to the morning, 
and it is now well knoWn that each day“ 
contained many millions of years, during 
which the earth was forming).

thunder, vivid flashes of lightning and 
violent winds, swept over the surface of the 
waters, and were of almost constant occur- 
rence, All this occurred previous to the 
changes and had continued for untold mill- 
ions of years. Now for the **creation,’’ com- 
monly so called. 

On the first day God said: ‘Let there be 
light; and there was light.“ Threugh count- 
less years the thick, heavy clouds became less 
dense, the vapor had decreased, and the light 
of the sun had so far struggled through the 
clouds that the difference between night and 
day"could be distinguished. The process was 
by no means instantaneous. There was 
evening before morning, a period of 
darkness, thenof glimmering light, and a 
gradual increase until day and night could be 
distinguished. 

The second day God made the firmament. 
He made it. It was the work of his hands, 
and work takes time. Still there was nothing 
but water, earth, alr and sky—all water 
and the making of the firmament involved in 
long years the slow dividing of the waters 
below and those above, as the wind and air 
flowed in to separate them. 

The third ‘‘day’’ the waters below gathered 
together—i. e., gradually confined them- 
selves to the depressions formed by 
their weight on the thin, hot earth- 
crust, and left the elevated portions 
dry. Thus the dry land appeared. As the 
pressure increased some ofthesmalier por- 
tions of exposed crust were forced up into 
hills, and in process of centuries’ became 
mountains, while in certain places the enor- 
mous pressure caused the inner fires and 
gases to force a passage through the earth’s 
surface—hence the volcano. Centuries 
Passed, the earth-crust thickened, and 
Drought forth grass and herb, ylelding seed 
after his kind, and the evening and the morn- 
ing were the third day. 

Meanwhile the earth was nothing more or 
less than g great hot-house for plant growth. 
As yet no anima! had been created, none 
could have lived in the atmosphere of the 
boiling seas, the steaming earth. The sun’s 
rays had not pierced the bodyof cloud and 
vapor which enveloped our planet, but as the 
centuries rolled on the process of purification 
went along too, until on the fourth day the 
sun shone brightly through the clouds upon 
the moist and steaming earth, the moon cast 
its rays over the sleeping world and the great 
star Sirlus, with hiscompanions and the plan- 
ets, lit up the gloomy night while comets flew 
breathlessly through space and the earth was 
ready for occupation. During the fifth day 
life appeared in thestill hot and steaming 
oceans, animals adapted to their conditions 
with huge bodies and thick, coarse 
skins, through which the heat 
could not penetrate. Birds too 
appeared in the air, all brought into life by 
the heat ot the sun. But we are getting on too 
fast. The first sign of life was in the lowest 
forms of crustacea, which gradually in the 
course of ages developed into the‘ ‘tender forms 
of life and beauty, such as we do, and in some 
cases do not, see now. By degrees the 
strange and uncouth forms of the early birds 
were gradually improved, until in the later 
species colorand song and grace lent their 
attractions tothe winged ‘‘vestiges of crea- 
ation.’’ 

Now we come to the sixth day. First 
among the tropicaland most luxuriant veg- 
eation of our planetary hot-house, ‘‘cattle 
and creeping things and beasts of the earth’’ 
made their appearance, gradually evolved 
from strange uncouth forms, reptilian and 
Saurian representatives and amphibious 
beasts living on the borders of the still hot 
and shallow seas, into quadrupedal forms of 
great strength and beauty. 

Meanwhile the earth had been slowly aris- 
ing from the bedof the seas, orto state it 
more accurately, the increase in volume and 
weight of water, caused by the condensation 
of vapor, continued the pressure on the out- 
ward crust, forcing a counter action on the in 
side of the earth’s shell, which continued to 
raise the protuberances’ into hills, the bills 
into mountains and formed the elevated 
plains of the earth.

Now Mr. Burce’s view of this description is 
peculiar. There is nothing he maintains in 
this or the other creations to show that it was 
done suddenly. God ‘*formed’’—‘‘made’’ the 
firmament, the beast, the creeping thing. 
He ‘‘made’’ man; he formed every plant and 
herb, and the process occupied millions, nay 
hundreds of millions of years. All the other 
animals were made after their kind with 
horns, instingts suited to their kind 
with natural weapons of defense. 
Man alone, the favored, made 
God's own image, was naked, unprotected 
from the weather, thorns or wild beasts and 
without weapons of offense or defense. In 
place of these God gave him wisdom, thought, 
reason. He was superior to all. He was more 
courageous than the lion, more crue! than the 
tiger, more sagacious than the elephant, more 
cunning than the fox, more generous than the 
dog, more subtie than the serpent. He was 
the superior of all the animal creation and 
God endowed him with powers of thought to 
quicken and enlarge these instructive facul- 
ties and give this naked, unarmed and 
unprotected man command over the 
earth and every living, thing that moved. 

But the author especially maintains man was 
not made siugly, but as all other animals are 
made. Weare not told how many couples 
were created of any species, but as the animal 
was created s0 was man, the ruler of them all. 
In course ef time he grew and multiplied, but 
lived in herds with the females as common 
property for many centuries. The writer 
holds that the names Adam, Oain, Abel, Noah, 
Seth, are not the names of individual men ad 
all; but periods of time to which those names 
were given, cach name representing a step 
forward inthe progress of the human race 
from the animal to ofviligation. Into this mat 
ter we will go further in a future article, dis- 
cussing the Aryan race or man before 
the flood.“ Previous to this came

Probabilities are for clearing weatherand a 
cold wave.——The country seems to be grad- 
ually awakening to the duty that devolves 
— — it every spring of ruining the crop of 
wheat—on paper. ommission houses, coun- 
try correspondence is now burdened more or 
less with complaints regarding the said-to-be 
critical condition of the crop in many sec- 
tion. This alleged damage seems to be con- 
fined to the early-sown wheat, most of the 
late-sown appearing to be all right. 
Most of these complaints come from the East, 
Illinois and Indiana, though the number is 
increasing from this State. Poorold dried-up 
and bug-infested Kansas seems to have an ex- 
cellent crop, as the reports from that State are 
all good. Probably her people have grown 
tired of running down their own State, dis- 
couraging immigration and depreciating real 
estate by ruining their cropin order to save 
their margins on five-long wheat.——Specula- 
tive traders take no stock in these 
damage reports, claiming, first, that it 
is as yet entirely too early to arrive at 
any just conclusion of what the crop’s 
condition is; secondly, that the weather has 
not been such as to ruin the crop, and lastly 
they having been worked so often on these crop 
scares, that didn’t pan out. Theyare inclined 
to unmercifully roast ang one who speaks of 
damage to the crop, sothat parties receiving 
these complaints generally keep them to 
themselves.—— Mr. „ H. Williamson, who 
as usual spent Sunday at his home in Green- 
ville, Ind., was asked upon his return how the 
crop looked. He merely remarked that it 
didn’t look well, and for the balance of the 
day wished he hadn’t said so, as the boys gave 
him a fearful guying. Some heartiess 
and unconscionable member, who no 
respect for gray hairs and virtue, even 
drew up a map of the State of Indiana show- 
ing wheat sprouting and drouth in one sec- 
tion, chinch-bugs in another, early frost, 
winter-killed and army worms in others and 
Posey County with the entire crop ruined.

Ruined by Stock Speculation, C. A. Allison, 


a Broker, Commits Suicide.

The druggist gave him the drug, and Allison 
en the Stevens House an secured a 
room, After getting the key to his room he 
waiked over to the cigar-stand, carelessly lita 
cigarette and then wrote outa telegram at the 
desk near by. The message was to some 
friends, telling them to come at once and see 
him. He then went to his room. Five minutes 
later two men arrived in answer, they said, to 
a telegram. They were shown to Allison’s 
room. Finding the door locked, they asked a 
chambermaid to open it, which she did. There 
lay the man they had come to see, dead. The 
two strangers left amid the confusion without 

iving their names. They said they would re- 
— but up to alate hour last night neither 
had done 80. 

The dead man sat on the bed propped up by 
pillows. The bottle of laudanum, quite 
empty, stood on a table within reach. Blood 
flowed from a gaping wound ia his right tem- 

le, inflicted with a small revolver which still 

He had made all 
his preparations with the same deliberatio 
which characterized his demeanor in the bote 
office.’ His coat and vest lay carefully folded 
on the sofa, his cuffs rested in his hat, beside 
which lay several papers.

Joe 
Lannon is 23 years old, weighs 180 pounds and 
stands 5 feet 10% inches, Both men appeared 
in prime condition. The gloves used were the 
regulation mittens, weighing about 4 ounces. 
There was avery large and appreciative au- 
dience, and when the men appeared for the 
final bout they were received with great ap- 
plause. Jim Fell was seconded by Jim Boss 
and Billy Oliver, while Joe Lannon’s seconds 
were Jobn Reagan, Alf Powers and Jas. Lan- 
non, his brother. 

The gloves Fell used were those which he 
has worn in all his glove fights, and he is very 
superstitious about them. Jere Dunn was 
referee. He cautioned the men about rough 
ing on the ropes or wrestling. 

First round—Fell went in in his usual hard 
fashion, but it was hit for hit, the left hand of 
each playing havoc with the otber’s face. It 
wasa hurricane fight, and the audience got 
highly excited, Fell was knocked down twice 
in succession. 

Second round—Fell came up a little fresher, 
but it was now evident he was no match for 
Lannon, whose left arm shot out with great 

recision and force and generally landed. 

ell was knockea down again and when he got 
up he staggered all over the stage and seemed 
to want to wrestie with Lannon, trying to 
throw him over the — g on the floor. Before 
time was up the police who were watching 
the fight interfered and the match was at an 
end.

THE TEXAS RANGERS. 


HOW THE FAMOUS BAND, STARTED BY 
JACK HAYS, WAS BUILT UP. 


Lee Hall and His Little, but Daring Band, 
and the Havoc They Createdin the Ranks 
of Stage Robbers—A Great System and 
the Manner in Which It Worked—The 
Fence-Cutters Prove Too Much for the 
Rangers, and Drive Hall Into RKetire- 
ment—Some Queer Tales. 


Thomas C. Martin of Austin, Tex., inthe 
course of conversation with a Post-DIsPaTcH 
reporter at the Planters’ House this morning, 
said: 1 read an article in the Posr- Dis- 
PATCH some days ago in reference to the dis- 
orders arising along the Rio Grande border, 
and the crime and outlawry prevalentin that 
section of the country. The condition of 
affairs is certainly bad enough, although it has 
greatly improved since the advent of the 
railroads, but it would be ten times 
worse were it not for the ability and activity 
of what I believe to be unquestionably the 
most efficient police force in the country; I 
refer to the body of men known as the State 
Rangers. The part played by the irregular 
force called the rangers all through the 
history of Texas has been of great, although 
generally unrecognized importance. In the 
struggle for Texas independence a small body 
of active, hardy fellows were brought together 
by a man of most remarkable ability, Captain, 
aiterwards Colonel, Jack Hays. Under his 
leadership the rangers performed most im- 
portant services, and after the annexa- 
tion of Texas to the United States, 
thev were continually engaged in 
warfare with the Comanches and Kiowas 
of the West and Southwest. During the war 
they were attached to the trans-Mississippi 
Army. Their services were unimportant and 
in 1865 the organization was entirely broken 
up. For several years no ill effects were ex- 
perienced, as the presence of large bodies of 
United States troops in Texas prevented dep- 
redations, but after the reorganization and 
reduction of the army in 1871 the whole 
Western country was open to the incursions of 


robber bands,subject only to such slight check 
as might be imposed by local sheriffs and oon- 
stabies. Between 1871 and 1874 Western Texas 
was in a most fearful condition, Robbery with 
assassination wasadaily occurrence, cattle 
stealing was carried on in a wholesale manner 
and stage robbery arose almost tothe dignity 
of a recognized profession. The city and 
county authorities did what they could, but 
their efforts toward checking the reign of law- 
lessness proved ineffectual, as pursuit oniy 
commenced after a crime had been committed 
and was generally confined to the limits of the 
country in which it occurred. 
RE-ESTABLISHING THE RANGERS. 
‘*Recognizing the necessity of a system of 
police supervision more effectual than that 
furnished by the county Sheriffs,’’ Mr. Martin 
went on to say, ‘‘the legislature, after a great 
deal of deliberation, determined to re-estab- 
lish the Ranger force, which was to act as a 
sort of State police. The appropriation for its 
maintenance was very small and seriously 
crippled its efficiency, but this want of 1 — 
sight and liberality was more than compen- 
sated by the selection of aleader forthe new 
force. Lee Hall, aveteran of the waranda 
frontiersman of large experience, was ap- 
pointed captain and assigned to the task of 
organizing the Rangers. The effects of his ef- 
forts were soon apparent. With but fifteen 
men, all carefully selected, heavily armed,and 
splendidly horsed and organized upon the 
model of the famous Australian mounted po- 
lice, Hall set about his task of ridding the 
State of law-breakers. His first attack was 
upon the gang of stage robbers which infested 
the road between San Antonio and Fort Davis, 
under the lead of a fellow named Johnston. 
This band used to rob the stage at least 
once a week, and had put almost 
an entire stop to the transfer of Valuables on 
that road, all sent out his scoute, found 
where they were to be met with and with but 
four men attacked them. Twoof his force 
were wounded, but Johnson was killed by 
Hall himself, three of the robbers were 
captured and the band dispersed. The 
rangers went from one stage 
another, gradually cleanin out 
robbers, although not without 
loss to themselves, and within a year or two 
the Texas roads were nearly as safe as those of 
New York. Year after year Hall’s rangers 
kept — their raids, and soon they were 
dreaded as no other force had been. Hall, 
himself, was a slender, quiet fellow, extreme- 
ly modest in his bearing and in many ware 
recalling Hays to the memory of early 
loneers. But he was — fear- 
ess, sh as steel, an was f 


eared 
as no one else ever was by the outiaws of the 
Southwest, He established an excellent spy 
system andwas at once apprised whenever 
suspicious parties were seen in a town, 80 that 
when an outrage occurred he knew whe to 
look fur, and the speed and persistence of the 
pursuitof the rangers soon made highway 
robbery both rare and dangerous. The num- 
ber of the rangers was gradually increased 
until in 1880a splendidly organized body of 
fifty men were under Hail’s command. 

A GREAT MISFORTUNE. 

„But a great misfortune happened in 1881 
and 1882. Thefepce war broke outand the 
/ rangers were sent against the fence-cutters. 
They were as effective as ever, but the fence- 
cutters had sufficient legislative influence to 
cause agreat reduction of the force, a ve 
decided curtailment of Hali’s authority an 
managed to completely 22 the rangers.

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WILL INSURE GOOD FAITH. 


The Franchise Granted an Elevated Road 
by the Chicago Council. 


CHICAGO, III., March 20.—The City Counel 
passed an ordinance last night granting the 
South Side Rapid Transit Company the right 
to erect an elevated road across certain 
streets and alleys on the South side.

A CHIEF OF POLICE FINED, 


A Clergyman’s Will Probated—Counter- 
feiter Convicted—Dlinois Items. 


JOLIET, March 20.—Chas. Blood, chief of 
police, was found guilty in the County Cours 
for illegally arresting J. V. Park, a newspaper 
man.
